The name of the Medical School 


was carried on the A. M. A. list just 
released with a foot note explanation 
that the institution was "non-rated," 
bul that all students now enrolled 
would be accredited upon their grad- 
uation as having been graduated from 
a Grade A school. 


Dr. Frank Vinsonhaler, clean, said 


that enrollment for the 
fall term, 


which opens September 2f>, had Ix-en 
under way for several months and that, 
students entering as freshmen would 
be given the privileges of others en- 
rolled in so far us graduation from a 
Grade A institution was concerned. 


"There is not going to bc anything 


left undone to re-establish Die rating 
of that school," Governor Builcy said. 
He said he was familiar with the sit- 
uation and knew it was brought about 
by administrative details which could 
bc corrected. 


Dean Vinsonhaler said one of the 


principal requirements .set out by the 
association was the obtaining of a 
stale charity hospital for use by the 
school. 


Pointing out thai an agreement was 


reached several weeks ago between 
the university Board of Trustees and 
the Board of Control of the State hos- 
pital whereby members of the Medical 
School faculty would assist in treating 
physically diseased patients at the hos- 
pital, Dean Vinsonhaler said: 


"We had hoped that this arrange- 


ment, giving the Medical School con- 
trol of more tha ntlic 200-hed require- 
ment, would be accepted as a substitu- 
te for the charity hospital requirement, 
bul apparently it wasn't

kansas Copper company, which was in- 
corporated lasl Wednesday, arc plan- 
ning construction of a mill at a mine 
IS'/i miles southwest of Norman, Mont- 
gomery county, in the Ouachitn Na- 
tional Forest, Dr. W. C. Stenger, tem- 
porary 
vice president and 
general 


manager of the company, said Mon- 
day. 


The mill, which would bc powered 


by a Diesel engine, would have a ca- 
pacity for reducing daily 15 tons of 
mineral ore into a concentrate for 
shipment to refineries for final pro- 
cessing before marketing. 


The ore would bc crushed into a 


powder, to be run through a flota- 
tion system for extraclion of the min- 
erals by chemicals. Thc capacity of 
the mill, as designed, could bc in- 
creased. 


Tests show the mine's ore to possess 


a value of from ?15 to ?1GO per ton in 
copper, gold, and silver, officials said. 
The copper content varies from seven 
to 92 per cent, Ore containing only 
two per cent copper is mined profit- 
ably, Dr. Stenger said. 


The mine was opened during the 


World war by a company in search of 
manganese. About ?150,000 was said 
to have been spent in erecting a large 
plant and in boring a tunnel about 
850 feel into the side of a mountain at 
a poiat bout 150 feet from it.s top.

fixing and monopoly, the Posoffice 
Deparment discloses, and boasts, that 
it does the neatest bit of profiteering 
in the land. 


For 7 cents it can manufacture a 


sheet of 100 three cent stamps, sell 
them to a stamp collector and reap a 
clear profit of $2.93. It could profit 
even more if stamp collectors bought 
whole sheets of ?5 stamps, which don't 
cost much more to print than the 
three centers. Bul stamp collectors 
don't buy the costly ones wholesale. 


Funny Philately 


So profitable is the business of sell- 


ing to stamp collectors that the Dc- 
parlmcnl is thinking of taking a truck 
load on a transcontinental tour to 
drum up business. As one postman 
caluculated, if a million people could 
be persuaded to start collecting stamps 
and in the course of time bought ?100 
worth each, that would lie ?100,000,000, 
almost clear profit—as long as they 
keep them in their collections. If they 
use them lo send letters the profit is 
gone. It costs the Department all of 
the three cents to carry the letler. It 
all sounds sort of dreamy-eyed to us, 
but then, we don't collect stamps. 


Anyway, the truck isn't going for a 


while. There's a hitch. Taking a mil- 
lion dollars worth of stamps across the 
country without a nescorl seems risky. 


If an armed escort went along, it 


would eat up part of the profit. Mr.

kinds of animal life to be observed, 
he testifies, if a man will just take the 
trouble to do the observing. 


For you don't need grizzly bears, 


moose, panthers and mountian sheep 
to dabble In natural history. Less im- 
posing creatures, such as rabbits, foxes, 
squirrels, owls, 
field 
mice, 
moles, 


skunks, raccoons, and so on are quite 
as interesting—and far commoner than 
most of us suspect. 


So Mr. Lipplncott tells of his studies 


on his own Pennsylvania acres, and 
makes an unpretentious but fascinat- 
ing book out of it. 


,Hc has not been above making mild 


little experiments, at times. He dis- 
covered, for instance, that if you grab 
a skunk by the tail and hold the tail 
down, the skunk can't use his pet 
weapon on you. (The trouble, of 
course, comes when you let go.) He 
can also testify that a porcupine can 
throw its quills, under certain cir- 
cumstances, in spile of the experts. 


For the most part, though, he sim- 


ply tells what he saw and what the 
reader, with any luck, can also sec. 
It's an cxerlmcly pleasant book.

Norway—the Home 
Of Reindeer 


fpHE great forests and the high 
•*• plateaux of Norway abound 
in bear, lynx, and the wolf. Bears 
are chiefly restricted to the up- 
lands north of Trondjhem, and the 
cutting of forests lias steadily lim- 
ited their range. The wolves have 
•decreased, but in Finmark they 
are still abundant and the worst 
enemy of the reindeer. 


Almost a symbol of Norway is 


the reindeer. The red deer is con- 
fined almost chiefly to the west 
coast districts, and is usually re- 
garded as a survival of the oak 
age. 
But on the high fjelds the 


wild reindeer run with the slut- 
ton, lemming, and fox. 
In Fin- 


mark the wild reindeer has mark- 
edly decreased, but the nomadic 
Lapps maintain large herds, liv- 
ng a pastoral life built almost en- 
tirely around this animal. 


The lemming is a curious ani- 


mal, famous for its non-periodic 
migrations. 
At such times vast 


bodies of these animals sweep the 
country, even swimming lakes and 
the deep, cold fjords. 
They are 


pursued by predatory animals and 
even the reindeer kill them to ob- 
tain the vegetable matter in their 
bodies. Such is the survival of the 
fittest up towards the Arctic Cir- 
cle. A reindeer is shown here on

sideration the use of electricity to pro- 
duce a higher quality product or one 
at less cost on the farm and thus make 
it pay its own way, the specialist 
adds.
